SUGGESTIONS TO PROSPECTIVE PURCHASERS 

•l Several points should be carefully considered in purchasing signs. 

IJ Make your sign brief with letters as large as possible. 

Ij| Bear in mind the foreshortening of the letters due to perspective. 

IJ Flexlume signs are furnished in letter sizes ranging from 4 inches to 24 inches 

inclusive. 

II Flexlume signs are designed for either Carbon or Tungsten lamps, high or low 

voltage. 

IJ We advocate the use of the time switch on all signs $*. Signs are often carelessly 

allowed to run all night $*. This means a heavy current bill, burnt out lamps and 

the advertising effect of the sign is lessened. 

Ifl The Flexlume Sign Co. is prepared to furnish flashers, time switches, lamps, low 

volt transformers or other sign accessories. 

IJ In addition to the Patent Prismatic Letter Signs shown in this catalog, the company 

manufactures all types of signs from the smallest glass transparency to the largest 

exposed-lamp roof signs.
